FOR BUSINESS

RYAN MAKES A STATEMENT 


Son of the Founder and Commodore 


of the United 
States Aeronautical 


Reserve Tells of His Army of Aero­ 


nauts and Novices— Claims to Have 


More Than Three Thousand Men in 


His Organization. 


New York. Oct. 24.—America’s air 
army is ready for business. John Bar­ 
ry 
Ryan, 
son 
of Thomas F. Ryan, 
founder and commodore of the United 
States aeronautical reserve, said in a 
signed statement: 
“ W e have 3,500 men in every state 
in the Union enlisted in the aeronoutic- 
al reserve, to act as scouts in time of 
war and for service in time of battle. 
Officers of the army and navy have 
been assigned to co-operate with them 
in the organization of an aeronautical 
reserve corps,” 
Here is what Mr. Ryan has to sa} : 
"The aeroplane evidently will make 
war so full of horrors by its inevitable 
increasing power to destroy fortifica­ 
tions, ships and towns that it will be 
one of the greatest means of bringing 
about peace among nations. 
It is still 
true at the present day, however, that 
a nation, to preserve peace, must Le 
prepared for war. 
The country com­ 
manding the strongest army and the 
strongest navy will be feared most. In 
like manner the Hag that can rally 
around it the most effective aerial 
fords will in future be more of a na­ 
tion 
which no enemy will care to 
tackle. 
"Ii was due to a full realization of 
these facts that I became interested in 
tile 
United 
States aeronautical 
re 
serves. Only a month has passed since 
th* first actual recruiting work began 
at tile Harvard-Bostcm aviation meet. 
As soon as it became known that an 
organization was started which would 
be the first aerial militia in the world 
not only did all the aviators in this 
country app’y for membership but ap­ 
plications floated in from persons in­ 
terested in the development of tho 
aeroplane. 
It soon became evident 
that tilt* United States aeronautical re­ 
serve? was destined to grow beyond 
the plans and scope at first laid out. 
"Today t^iere are more than 3,500 
members, situated in every state of 
the Union, including aviators, inven­ 
tors and builders of aeroplanes and 
motors, army and naval officers prom­ 
inent in the regular service and in the 
militia of the states, financiers, states­ 
men, newspaper men. sportsmen and 
hundreds interested in aeronautics. 


Divided Into Four Classes. 


"The reserves are divided into four 
classes: First, active members, which 
include the owners and flyers of aero­ 
planes; second, war scouts, including 
war correspondents 
and 
those who 
will be assigned to accompany avia­ 
tors as passengers for purposes of ob­ 
servation, chart making and reconnois 
sauce; 
third, 
apprentice 
members, 
who are any individuals interested in 
aviation, and, fourth, junior members, 
boys who will be trained in the d efi­ 
er secrets of aerial navigation. 
"As evidence that this new army ol 
aerial soldiers has met with the ap­ 
proval of people throughout the coun 
try it is only necessary to say that sis 
divisions have been established as fol 
lows: 
"Tile New England states, Middle 
states, Southern States, Eastern Cen 
tral states. Western Central states ami 
Pacific states. 
Vice commodores of 
these divisions are elected by the gen 
eral board and rank next in command 
to the chief of staff. Each state and 
territory has its own captain, who has 
under 
him 
the 
lieutenants, 
whc 
achieve their rank by the ownership 
of or ability to operate aeroplanes, 
dirigibles or balloons. 
“ General Robert Shaw* Oliver, act­ 
ing secretary of war, in behalf of that 
department of the federal service, has 
assigned Brigadier General .lames Al­ 
len, chief signal officer of the army, 
to consult and correspond with the 
United States aeronautical reserve in 
regard to its relations with the w'ar 
department. 
The reserve intends to 
put its services and resources at the 
disposal of the government in times of 
war and at the same time plans are 
being arranged whereby the regulars 
and the reserve will co-operate in the 
development of the aeroplane as a 
practical war machine. 
"Likewise has the navy department 
been stirred by the movement. 
Act­ 
ing Secretary of the Navy Beekman 
Winthrop bas designated Captain W. 
Chambers to occupy the position with 
rfhe reserve similar to that of the war 
department representative.”

The mill was immediately closed for 
the day. 
Both bodies were horribly 
mangled and dismembered.

Just because a lucky young man 
happens to be the beneficiary of an 
annual scholastic fund of $1,500, ena­ 
bling him to acquire a British educa­ 
tion. shall be surrender his free and 
easy American identity and merge bis 
libera I Istle individuality in the vast 
sea of English conservatism? 
W hat’s to hinder an American stu­ 
dent at Oxford, if he so elects, from 
singing "Yankee Doodle” and "Dixie” 
or even "Old Black Joe” rather than 
"God Save the King” and “ Rule B ri­ 
tannia?” If he chooses to split the Eng­ 
lish azure—when the lifted fog permits 
—with “ Our Country. ’Tis of Thee.” 
let him. And how can a virile Ameri­ 
can youth be cribbed and curbed to 
the extent that he cannot talk Ameri­ 
can fKJlitics when the two colonels. 
Roosevelt in the United States at large 
and Bryan in Nebraska, nre making 
the woods ring and the plains resound 
with oratory on the old moralities and 
the new' nationalism?

Chicago, Oct. 24— To the Philadel­ 
phia club of the American league be­ 
longs the baseball 
championship of 
the world. 
They clinched the big pen­ 
nant fast, 7 runs to 2 for tile Chicago 
Nationals, and there was none in the 
big overflow crowd to say that they 
had not won it fairly and squarely. 
Five games were played and the East­ 
ern youngsters took four of them by 
outbatting and outrushing the veteran 
Chicagoans. 
They “ got the jump” at 
the start and, although Chicago punc­ 
tuated their progress with a defeat 
Saturday, it really didn’t change the 
situation a bit. 
The Philadelphians were due. They 
won the American league banner in 
1902, but there was no world’s series 
that year. 
Five years ago the New 
Y’ork Nationals were too strong for 
them. 
So iii this year of grace it was 
not in the cards that they were to be 
denied. 
While the series was not the most 
profitable ever played it helps to sim­ 
plify the high cost of living problem 
confronting even such heroes as the 
Philadelphians, to say nothing of the 
Chicagos. with wanter coming on. The 
players’ share of the money amounts 
to $79,071.93. 
Of this 00 lier cent, or 
$47,443.15, goes to the winners, and 
$31.62R.77 to the losers. 
As there are 
twenty-three 
players on each team 
eligible to participate each of the Phil­ 
adelphians is entitled in round num­ 
bers to $2,062 and each Chicagoan to 
$1,375. 
The players shared in the last day’s 
receipts by courtesy of the manage­ 
ment of the two clubs, who conceded 
that if the day’s receipts should be 
larger than of any previous day the 
smallest receipts should be considered 
as accruing to the fifth game and the 
receipts accredited to the fourth con­ 
test, the last in which the players had 
a financial share. 
The total receipts for 
the series 
were $173,980. 
The two clubs receive 
$34,755 each, while $17,398 goes to che 
national commission. 
The total paid 
attendance was 125.219 persons.

New York, Oct. 24.— There were two 
smashups, no flights and 7,500 disap 
pointed spectators at the second day 
of the International aviation meet at 
Belmont park, L. I. 
The wind was so 
strong that only two aviators, Gra­ 
ham-White and Moisant, cared to dare 
it, and both of them came to grief, 
though without personal injuries. But 
much as the management regretted 
to send away a good crowd, it was 
more concerned with the dissatisfac­ 
tion of the three Frenchmen, entered 
for the Gordon-Ben nett speed race. 
Alfred Ixdllanc, the champion cross 
country flyer of France, Emile Auburn, 
his pupil, and the only aviator who 
finished with him in the recent circuit 
de L ’Est, and Hubert Latham all com­ 
plained 
that the 
course is not laid 
out according to the rules of the Fed 
oration Internationale, and la? Blanc 
wrote to the Aero Club of France ten 
days ago, asking if the French team 
should 
compete. 
They expect 
in­ 
structions by cable in a day or two. 
Th*- other four Frenchmen here to 
compete for the altitude, distance and 
duration prizes are not affected, but 
the Borden Bennett is the red letter 
event of the aeronautic calendar. 
It 
brought th* international cup to the 
country 
and with it thts, the second 
international meet in the history of 
aviation. 


Would Mar Tournament. 


To have the French cracks default 
would rob the tournament of 
more 
than half of its interest and. so far 
as its important event is concerned, 
of all its competitive zest. 
The course tor the cup is five kilo­ 
meters long and must be circled twen­ 
ty times. 
It is called the outer course, 
because in the far turns it continues 
beyond the inner course of 2.5 kilo­ 
meters, used for the hourly speed con­ 
tests each day, and, edging past the 
stables, swings back over two clumps 
of trees, and, at one point, close to a 
house. 
The Frenchmen contend that the 
rules of the Federation Internationale 
prescribe a course on which any avi­ 
ator may 
alight 
at 
any 
time and 
wherever he chooses. 
They say that, 
because of the proximity of the sta­ 
bles and the interference of the trees, 
they would not be free to alight for 
repairs as they are privileged to do 
under the rules and that the house 
mentioned above stands so close to 
one of the pylons that the aviator has 
only thirty yards in which to pass be­ 
tween the 
two. 
Furthermore, they 
point out that a racing monoplane, 
driven by a 
100-horsepower engine, 
has to take the turns so wide that it 
would pass over the roof of the grand­ 
stand, which is an infringement of the 
rules and disqualifies the aviator.

linquish his hold on the supporting 
arm until he had entered a carriage to 
be driven to his Fifth avenue man­ 
sion, and in walking the length of the 
pier to the elevator he displayed signs 
of fatigue. 
Mr. Carnegie said, however, that he 
felt splendid, and had enjoyed the voy­ 
age immensely. 
He was relieved of 
the tediousness of the customs routine 
by leaving his baggage on the pier for 
inspection. 
Mrs. Carnegie and 
his 
daughter, Miss Margaret, remaining 
with two maids and a man servant un­ 
til an inspector began opening their 
baggage. 
"I haven’t a thing interesting to 
say,” said Mr. Carnegie to interview 
ere. 
"Anything about politics? Why, that 
would be the last thing I would do, 
talk politics now. No. no, not a word.” 
He added that he would remain in 
New York until next May, when he 
goes back to Scotland for his usual 
trip. 
“ I am out of business,” he said, 
“ so I can say nothing on that score.” 
Fellow passengers said Mr. Carnegie 
did not appear often on deck, but on 
Saturday he joined, with Judge George 
Gray of Delaware and the Most Rev. 
Patrick W. RI or dan, archbishop of San 
Francisco, in acting as the most dis­ 
tinguished committee of deck sport 
judges the Baltic has known. 
After 
the prizes were distributed Mr. Carne­ 
gie called for “ God Save the King,” in 
honor, he said, of the old country, 
which is the mother of us all. 
Then 
he called on Mrs. Carnegie to read the 
second verse of "America,” and as her 
voice died away he recital the same 
lines, commenting that he was the 
proud possessor of the original manu­ 
script, written by Samuel Smith.

WILL BE HELD IN DECEMBER 


Corn and Clover Convention at Grand 
Fork*, N. D. 
Grand Forks, N. I)., Oct. 24.—T^ooal 
interests behind the holding of the sec­ 
ond annual corn and clover conven­ 
tion in North Dakota have decided 
that it would be advisable to hold the 
gathering of this year during the 
month of December, and accordingly 
plans are now being laid with that end 
in view. 
Exact dates have not been 
decided upon, but it is probable that 
the con vent ion will open about Dec 
15, continuing three of four days. 
The state corn and clover conven­ 
tion was instituted in Grand Forks ap­ 
proximated^' a year ago. 
it is an out­ 
growth of the farmers’ institute, which 
had been held in the city for a number 
of years with a great deal of success, 
and was launched with the Idea of pro­ 
moting among the fa rm e rs of the state, 
and especially those of the northern 
section of Northwestern 
Minnesi-ca, 
the more extensive growth 
of both 
corn and clover. 
"Indications for a very successful 
convention this year are of the very 
brightest,” 
said 
Secretary 
C. 
W. 
Graves of the Grand Forks Commer- j 
cial club, which organization was di­ 
rectly instrumental in the founding of 
th*1 convention. 
"We have found that 
the farmers have taken a lively inter­ 
est in the organization and that bene­ 
ficial effects have followed the first 
convention of this nature held last 
year. 
"In view o f I he existing crop condi­ 
tions of this year, the farmers are 
even more alive to th** importance of 
corn and clover growing than ever be­ 
fore. 
The raising of corn and clover 
is but a stepping stone toward the 
stocking of the farm with cattle, and 
then you have your diversifl«**l farming 
plan under way. 
It is the plan that so 
many prominent farmers of the valley 
have adopted with such success that 
It will be but a short time, I believe, 
before every farmer will fully realize 
the benefits to be attained by such a 
course.”

Relieved They Are Fighting for 


Their Lives. 


THROUGH UNGRGKEN FOREST 


Captain Hugo von Abercron and Mr. 


Blanckertz of the German Balloon 


Germania Have a Desperate Fight 


for Their 
Lives After Coming to 


Earth— In a State of Collapse on 


Reaching Railroad. 
rn 
Montreal. Oct. 24.—It is the opinion 
of August Blanckertz, aid of the bal­ 
loon Germania, that Alan R. H a w l e y 
and Augustus Post of New Y’ork, pi­ 
lot 
and 
aid, 
r**si>eetively, 
of 
tho 
America II., which left St. Louis last 
Monday and from whom no word has 
pince been received, are fighting for 
their lives through the wilderness of 
Northern Quebec. 
Mr. Blanckertz arrived here from 
La Tuque, Que., some distance from 
the spot where the Germania landed 
Wednesday. 
He and Captain Hugo 
von Abercron had a desperate fight 
for their lives after coming to earth. 
They were thirty-two 
hours forcing 
their way through an unbroken forest 
to the railway line, with only a few 
crusts of bread for sustenance. 
Their 
clothing was torn to shreds, and they 
were almost in a state of collapse 
when they struck the railroad. 


Preceded the Germania. 


Th«*re they met a construction gang 
and from them learned that a large 
yellow balloon had preceded the Ger­ 
mania over practically the same route 
by half an hour. 
The railroad men 
told Blanckertz that the other balloon 
was very high up, and maintained the 
same altitude until she passe*! out of 
sight toward the Ungava wilderness. 
Mr. Blanckertz expressed the opin­ 
ion that the balloon was the America 
ll. 
The later reports of the landing of 
the Dusseldorf II. in the same region 
explains to the satisfaction of many 
the appearance of the first balloon, but 
Mr 
Blanckertz has not changed his 
opinion. 
Colonel Theodore Sehaeek, pilot of 
the Helvetia, met Blanckertz here Sat­ 
urday 
night, 
and 
after 
comparing 
notes, found that the Germania had 
gone IOO miles farther than the Hel­ 
vetia.

Last Word From Wireless. 


After the great dirigible had disap­ 
peared in the fog at 8:35 on Saturday 
morning messages from her wireless 
sputtered their way to the shore bat­ 
teries or to nearby ships a1! through 
Saturday and up to noon of Sunday. 
The last heard of her she was off Nan­ 
tucket. having made about one-sixth 
of the journey across the Atlantic. 
Then to a query if all was well with 
her the answer en me faintly. “Yes," 
followed by a still fainter “Goodby.” 
Then for nearly forty-eight hours the 
world was held In suspense. 
During 
that time there was a constant bom­ 
bardment of wireless messages from 
shore and sea trying to locate her. 
The tension was increased by the re­ 
port that there had been a severe elec­ 
trical storm off Sable island which 
might have overtaken the venturous 
new sliif» and

crew.

The dirigible was found to 
be defective, however, and was taken 
back to Baris and rebuilt. 
Again in 
1907 the attem pt was made, only to end 
in failure. 
Two years later he renew­ 
ed the effort and failed once more. 
Then Peary discovered the pole, and 
that chapter was over. 
Speaking of Peary, he tried twenty- 
three years before reaching the pole. 
Following his example. W alter Well­ 
man may yet fly across the Atlantic 
Who knows?
